Farmers Relate 
In New Madrid 


The fourth annual soils, 
crops, 
and livestock conference was held 
at New Madrid Thursday, January 
11, attended by 269 farm men and 
women. This is more than dou­ 
ble the attendance of 118 last year 
and the largest to date, according 
to County Agent Leslie Broom. 
The 
following 
program 
was 
presented: 


HYBRID CORN 


“Hybrid Com Experiment 
Re­ 
sults”, Clarence Critchlow, Matt­ 
hews. 
Critchlow explained 
that 
because of a lack of 
substantial 
data on hybrid corns and the inter­ 
est of farmers generally in 
these 
corns, the College of Agriculture 
worked out a plan, whereby 
at 
least one experiment was conduct­ 
ed in every county in the 
state, 
through the cooperation of farmers 
and producers of hybrid seed. Two 
were conducted in 
New Madrid 
County, one by himself and the 
other by John Zaricor of Risco. He 
next gave the results of these two, 
stating that National 134 was first 
on his own and Jewett’s 6 first in 
Zaricor’s test. 
He pointed out 
that these differences, which were 
similar all the way through, was 
one of the reasons for the need of j 
more data. That no Hybrid as yet 
seems to be developed to the stage 
where 
it 
can 
be 
unanimously 
recommended for even a county. 
He urged farmers to use this in­ 
formation only as a guide and that 
it is probably advisable to 
con­ 
tinue to plant a part of the crop to 
good open pollinated corn. 


CROTALARIA 


“My Experience With 
Crotol- 
aria” Furg Hunter, New Madrid. 
Hunter stated that his experience 
was rather limited, but that he 
had observed it being grown on 
other farms, before starting him­ 
self. 
Also, that he obtained ex­ 
perimental data from two or three 
of the southern stations, 
which 
have been using it for some time. 
He stated that in his opinion, from 
his own results and that of neigh­ 
bors, that this was one of the best 
soil building crops, particularly for 
the poorer, 
sandier 
soils. 
Two 
reasons were given: 
(1) That it 
would make more growth 
than 
most any other legume, at least 
without soil treatment. 
Also, it 
is a nitrogen producer; 
(2) That 
stock would not eat it, therefore, 
the farmer would go ahead and 
turn it under rather than pasturing 
or harvesting it for 
feed. 
One 
other important point given, by 
Hunter was that farmers should 
use the early maturing 
variety, 
known as Crotolaria 
Spectabilis, 
especially if interested in harvest­ 
ing their own seed or a few for 
the market. 
Other information was given on 
seeding, innoculation, 
harvesting 
and time for ploughing under. 


JOHNSON GRASS 


“Controlling 
Johnson 
Grass”., 
Bill Roberson, 
assistant 
county 
agent. Roberson stated that there 
was some Johnson Grass in every 
section of the County, with enough 
infestation on some farms as to in­ 
terfere seriously with cultivation. 
That farmers are conscious of this 
and are now interested in 
con­ 
trolling this pest. 
Robertson ad­ 
vised fencing fields 
that 
have 
Johnson grass 
scattered 
pretty 
well over 
them 
and 
pasturing 
heavily. He stated that lespedeza 
might be sowed to help out 
for 
providing good pasture. 
But that 
it is necessary to have plenty of 
stock to keep the Johnson 
grass 
well eaten down. 
In fields where it is just start­ 
ing it is best to poison with sodium 
chlorate either in the 
dust 
or 
liquid form. 
In addition he told 
the group that there 
would 
be 
meetings held on the farms this 
spring where poison demonstra­ 
tions have been set up, 
so that 
they might see the results. 
Also, 
other demonstrations would be set 
up during the year and anyone 
desiring more information should 
contact the agents. 


SOILS AND CROPS 


“Soils and Crops Problems 
in 
New Madrid County”, O. T. Cole­ 
man, soils and 
crops 
specialist 
from the College of Agriculture. 
Coleman said that “The purpose 
of these conferences are to help 
solve farmer problems by hearing 
farmers give 
their 
experiences 
and results, as well as information 
provided by the college 
experi­ 
ment stations.” He then continu­ 
ed by stating that one of the hard-

est problems of the farmer is to 
maintain the organic matter con­ 
tent of the soils. 
That organic matter is very es­

ious to seeding to provide organic 
matter and introgeon to the soil.

showing what each crop grown in 
the county does in the

building or depleting the crop had 
been prepared in the County of­ 
fice. 
Coleman used this chart in 
explaining to the 
farmers 
just 
how they could go about balancing 
their soil budget or better 
still 
creating a surplus. 
His time was divided and that 
afternoon he dsicussed 
pastures 
and then .summarized and 
again 
emphasized the main 
points 
in 
maintaining soil fertility. 


COTTON CLASSING 


“Smith Doxey Cotton 
Classing 
Associations”, Arline Avery. Avery 
began his discussion with an ex­ 
planation of the Smith-Doxey Act 
passed by Congress providing free 
cotton classing service to farmers 
in one variety cotton communities 
who would form an 
association 
and secure the cooperation of their 
ginner. 
He went briefly into the 
requirements, the work done and 
results obtained by the 
associa­ 
tion in his 
community. 
Avery 
pointed out that this service would 
enable farmers to sell their cotton 
strictly on its merits and to know 
the strong and weak points in their 
cotton, so that they might be able 
to do something about improving 
those not so good.

“Using Legumes in My Farm­ 
ing Operations”, Ralph Hubbard, 
Lilbourn. “Lespedeza is the main 
legume in my farming system.” 
said Hubbard. He told the group 
that he had a small 
acreage 
of 
alfalfa, used principally as a hay 
crop and had used soybeans 
to 
some extent in his corn. His prac­ 
tice, as given, was to 
seed 
his 
wheat acreage to lespedeza, leav­ 
ing it for two to three years. Also, 
some is seeded alone. 
The lespedeza is used as a hay, 
pasture, and seed crop, 
usually 
followed the second or third year 
by corn. 
He advised clipping to 
control weeds. 
The 
number 
of 
times depending upon the weed 
growth, pointing 
out 
that 
the 
sickle bar could be raised 
high 
enough to prevent any damage to 
the lespedeza. 
In his opinion it 
was advisable to clip once at least, 
if weeds were bad, where the les­ 
pedeza was to be cut for hay as a 
better grade of hay could be se­ 
cured.
